“ Should the landlord or the tenant 
pay for liming ? ’’ It is customary in 
most sections for the landlord to 
buy the Ume and for the tenant to 
spread it on the fields.

This r(*vic\v lesson covers tlios“ 
final nine months of our I,oni’s life 
during which the 
t'ross 
emerg ed 
most clearly in his teaching s and ex­ 
perience. 
In our first lesson we hear Jesus 
asking his disciples. “Whom do y e 
say that I am?” When Peter answ'cr- 
ed: “Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living God,” Jesus immeclite- 
ly beg an to point out the path to 
the eross, and rebuke Peter most 
severely for objecting to this cours‘d 
and g oal. 


The Cros s in Glory . 
To help the disciples g et a rig ht 
vie’w of that cross which seemed so 
hideous he led them up to the Mount 
of Transfig uration and showed them 
his divine g lory in fulness as Mo.ses 
and Elijah appeared to him in g lory 
and made the cross their sole topic 
of conversation with him. They were 
learning that the cross and g lory 
w’ere not contrary to one another. 


The Cros s in Home and Bus ine s s Life 
In the lesson on “Jesus and the 
Home” he teaches the necessity of 
the cross in the home, and rebukes 
the g rowing prevalence of divorce as 
a means of escaping the cross which 
should he borne jn married life by 
husband and wife in mutal love and 
faithfulness. 
in the lesson on “The 
Cost 
of 
Discipleship” Jesus applie« the prin­ 
ciple of the cross to business and 
money matters and points out the 
impossibility of entrance into the 
king dom for those who 
trust 
in 
riches. The rich y oung ruler refused 
this principle of the cross in his 
stew’artship, but the widow w jfh her 
mites accepted it. 


The Cros s the W ay to Gre atne s s 
James and John 
ambitious 
for 
the place of pre-eminence at the 
rig ht hand and left hand of the king 
but they soug ht this 
success 
for 


selfish g lory and not for service. 
Jesus pointed out the way to success 
throug h service: “Whosoever of y ou 
will be the cliiefcsl shall be servant, 
of all. 
He g ave them an lmpressi\e illus- 
tradition of this g randeur of low lines? 
as he rode into Jeriiselem in triumph 
seated upon a donkey 's colt as the 
sy mbol of his humility . 
The Cros s In Parable 
In his teaching in the temple dur­ 
ing his last week he foreshadowed 
the cross in the parable of the wick­ 
ed husbandmen, and then, in the up­ 
per room, prepared his disciples to 
pass throug h the shadow^ of the cross 
by teaching and 
sacrament 
and 
pray er for them. 
Then following his own prepara­ 
tion for the cross in his season of 
pray er in the Garden of Gethsemane. 
5îeantirae his enemies w'ere making 
their final 
preparations 
for 
his 
cross throug h 
the 
treachery 
of 
Judas, the mockery of a sham trial 
and the cowardice of Pontius Pilate. 
The PowCr of the Cros s 
When at last the cross came the 
Lord Jesus endured it with all its 
ag ony and shame, and to the sur­ 
prise of his disciples, turned it into 
the most powerful iostruincnt fur 
raising a lost world out of its sin 
and lifting it up to God. Far from 
discrediting him, it proved him to 
be, as the centurion at 
the 
cross 
testified, “Truly the Son of God.” 
This testimony was made postive by 
his g lorious resurrection and ascen­ 
sion. which were God’s “Amen” of 
approval to the life and teaching of 
his Son, and the revealation of the 
true g lory of the way of the cross.

activities at home an d the growth of the 
red vote in Berlin in the recen t election 
is d oubtless d ue in part at least, to the 
efforts of Moscow. 
The Un ited States ha? pursued a w’ise 
an d con si.-ten t policy tn its d ealin gs with 
red s an d it is a pc;icy whitd i by all mean s 
should be con tin ued .
